Leake said that the grader will 


he driven to Dixon from Peoria in 
that the cost of delivery would be 
less than if it were shipped by 
truck or train. 


Although the offer accepted was 


not the lowest apparent bid, the 
road and bridge committee de- 
cided that the Caterpillar tractor 
would give the most service for 
the money, Leake said. 


At a meeting of the road and 


bridge committee last weefc, the 
members voted to purchase an 
Adams Motor grader from

spring series—a shot that flashed blinding white then turned a beautiful 
rosy orange during an unusually long-lingering after glow. 


The predawn detonation, first to 


involve Marines maneuvering in 
helicopters, was set off from a 
300-foot lower.

Your Newly Seeded Lawn 


By HENRY FREE 


A thin coating of hot asphal 


•prayed on a new lawn immedi 
ately after seed is sown is the 


. quickest way to get the grass 
•etdlings started. 


Prof. H. M. Smith, soils tech 


nician at the University of 111! 
nois, has tested the spray ovei 
a three-year period and believe 
it's an excellent answer to the 
old problem of holding soil, seec 
and fertilizer in place, until the 
•eedling grasses are well estab 
lithed. 


Tn« asphalt makes a dry cov- 


ering less than 1/16-inch thick 
which does not stick to your feet 
Legume-grass mixtures grow right 
through this covering. Bluegrass 
alta fescut, rye-grass, redtop, red 
clover, Korean lespedeza, Ladina 
clover and small grains have all 
come through the asphalt in fine 
shape. 


Recommended 
spraying 
rate; 


are from two to three-tenth of 
a gallon per square yard and 
slightly more on steep slopes. 
The asphalt stops the soil from 
washing while the seedlings de- 
velop, but breaks down within a 
year. No bad effects on the soil 
have been found. 


In the tests. Smith observed 


that seeding under asphalt sprays 
always comes up a week or two 
earlier than on untreated check 
plots, a point to remember for fall 
seedings. 


The black asphalt seems to ab- 


sorb more heat and seal in some 
of the moisture, producing earlier 
germination. 
Yet enough small 


cracks develop in the coating to 
let moisture in. It's best to sprin- 
kle the area before seeding and 
coating in dry weather. 


Smith warns that ordinary road- 


construction asphalts should not be 
used 
for this purpose. 
Special 


"asphalt mulches," produced by 
oil companies, have given good 
results in the tests. 


At recommended rates of ap- 


plication, Smith figures the cost 
would be 5 to 8 cents a square 
yard, in some cases cheaper than 
a straw mulch. And the asphalt 
won't blow away and there's no 
danger of fire or weeds. 


A three-gallon orchard sprayer 


or ordinary spray rig. both with 
enlarged nozzle openings, can be 
used to apply the emulsion. The 
cut-back "asphalt mulch" must be 
heated to 170 degrees. Highway 
departments and custom spray op- 
erators should have equipment for 
applying this type. 
/ 


The asphalt should be sprayed, 


not sprinkled, on the soil. 
The 


fact that the home owner has no 
means of easy heating the as- 
phalt will necessitate the employ- 
ment of a well-equipped landscape 
contractor.

An easier means of finish-coat- 


ing furniture 'is with penetrating 
wood finish, which strikes into 
bare wood, hardening fibers and 
claims its penetrating f i n i s h is 
sealing pores. One manufacturer 
exceptionally durable and scratch- 
resistant. 


This finish is applied with brush 


or cloth and the excess is wiped 
off in about 15 minutes with a 
clean cloth. After it dries for six 
or eight hours, apply another coat 
the same way. 


The material is colorless, but 


darkens the wood slightly, accent- 
ing the natural 
beauty of the 


grain. It dries to a soft sheen and 
is ready for waxing. Oil stain may 
be applied with penetrating finish 
in a mixture of the two. 


In staining and varnishing chairs, 


niake it easy for yourself by plac- 
ing them upside down on a table 
to coat the undersides first. 


No Need to Wait 


It is not necessary to wait two 


or three days for your bathroom 
rugs to dry in cold damp weather 
if you have an indoor tumbler dry- 
er. You place them in tiie dryer as 
they come from the washer. They 
are tumbled over and over anil 
gently dried by a breath of warm 
air, soft and gentle. When they 
are completely dry you will find 
your rugs soft and fluffy and just 
as attractive as when first pur- 
chased.

Transparent finishes given old 


furniture in the process of refm- 
ishing readily show up flaws and 
mistakes made in the various op- 
erations preceding the final coat- 
ing.Careless work in any one of 
the steps may ruin the whole ef- 
fect. 


To begin with, remove the old 


finish with paint and varnish re- 
mover applied with a brush to 
small areas. Let it stand for a few 
minutes until the finish is soften- 
ed, then remove the finish with a 
putty knife and No. 2 steel wool. 


Since many removers contain 


wax, it is best to wash the entire 
surface down with turpentine and 
wipe it dry with a clean cloth. 
This removes all traces of wax. 
Be sure to reach all hard-to-get-at 
places with the turpentine. 


After this, wash the 
surface 


with a weak solution of washing 
soda in water, rinse it with clear 
water and allow plenty of time for 
drying. 
Stain, varnish or other 


coatings should never be applied 
until the wood is absolutely dry. 


The importance of having a 


smooth, c l e a n surface can't be 
overemphasized, either. In pre- 
paring old wood to receive stain, 
sandpaper 
with No. 00 garnet 


paper on flat surfaces, and No. 0 
or No. 00 steel wool on curved 
a reas. 


Now, before applying stain, re- 


move all traces of dust and partj- 
cles of \\ood with a clean cloth 
moistened in turpentine. 


Oil stain is considered the easi- 


est to use. Apply it with a brush, 
let it stand for a few minutes to 
penetrate the pores of the wood, 
then wipe off the surplus with a 
cheesecloth. Or in extremely fine 
work, oil stain can be applied to 
small areas at a time with a 
cloth. 


Since the stain lightens consid- 


erably in the 24-hour drying per- 
iod, 
the shade it will produce is 


hard to judge. So it is best to keep 
the stain light and apply more, if 
necessary. 


If varnish is your choice of fin- 


ish coating, one coat should be 
enough. Flow it on to the surface 
with a soft-bristle brush. 
Avoid 


pressure on the brush, apply the

Watchers of the Sky 


The headline said, "Radar Misses Them, Women Don't." 


Four unidentified planes were flying high over the New York 
area. They had the silhouettes of a potential enemy power's 
bombers and fighters. They were spotted not by any 
mechanized eye or ear, but by two Connecticut housewives 
on duty at a volunteer ground observers' post. 


The story is a tribute to the keenness and devotion of 


unsung defenders who daily—and nightly—keep watch 
against sudden attack from the skies. It is also telling evi- 
dence that America's ramparts are still inadequately manned. 
That unexplained planes flying at an estimated 35,000 feet 
should get so close to New York despite all the mechanical 
spotters is disturbing. 


The fact is that building a warning "fence" around the 


United States—or even around the principal cities—is an 
enormous task. 
Sufficient radar and listening equipment 


simply is not available. Nor are there enough civilian ground 
observers. Tens of thousands of patriotic citizens have volun- 
teered for this unspectacular duty, filling in the chinks (eu- 
phemistic word) in the advance warning screen, and they de- 
serve their fellow citizens' gratitude. 


One of the great problems is sustained alertness. To 


keep watchers on their toes the air force occasionally sends 
in a fake raid. That apparently was the case with the planes 
over New York. Unselfish, quiet devotion and steadfast pur- 
pose are required. Even a moment's relaxation can be dan- 
gerous. Indeed, this task symbolizes the larger one of stand- 
ing guard against the sorties, physical and mental, of aggres- 
sive tyranny. This larger defense demands from every citizen 
more of the qualities expressed by these unheralded watchers 
of the skies.

WASHINGTON—(NEA)—When the Truman adminis- 


tration's $41 billion military budget for next year was 
tossed back at the Department of Defense by the Eisen- 
hower administration, with instructions to cut it back 
to essentials, one of the younger staff officers who had 
worked on the original estimates sighed wearily and said: 


"Well, I guess the first thing to do is get the Repub- 


lican definition of an 'essential.' " 


To date, this definition has never been put in writing. 


But program by program. Defense Secretary Charles E. 
Wilson and his new Pentagon team have been cutting 
back manpower requirements and forcing reductions 
wherever they could. Best guess now is that the defense 
budget for the year beginning next July 1 will be cut by 
at least 10 per cent, or over $4 billion. , 


Assistant Secretary of Defense W. J. McNeil—an ex- 


admiral who has been kept over on the job of comptrol- 
ler of the armed services by the new administration—was 
prouder of the original 1954 budget than any prepared 
since unification was begun. 


When this budget was announced early in January. 


McNeil declared that there had been real service coop- 
eration in its preparation. 
Nobody had raised a loud 


voice of protest over any decision. And for the first time 
there had been real consideration of the possibility of 
buying too muoh or too many of some 800 major items, 
led by tanks and trucks. 


The size of the budget was determined not on the 


basis of how much irtoney they thought they could get 
from Congress, or what the taxpayers would stand for. 
Instead, the first determination was how big an armed 
force the country had to maintain at home and abroad.

The size of the armed forces—a maximum of 3,700,000 


men in all services—had been set by Congress before. 
Translated, that was enough manpower for a Navy of 
400 combat vessels, 77 Naval air squadrons, three divi- 
sions of Marines and three Marine air wings; an Army 
of 20 divisions plus 18 combat teams, the National Guard 
and the reserves; an Air. Force now over 100 wings, to be 
increased gradually to 143. 


The number of bases, camps and schools to be op- 


erated for this force was determined and the cost of their 
maintenance added up. 
The degree of modernization 


was decided on to find what equipment replacement costs 
would be. 


This took into account such things as the fact that 


combat planes wear out in from three to five years, even 
when they're not in combat. The number of hours these 
planes could be flown for training purposes had to be de- 
termined, and the cost estimated. 


All these and a. lot more calculations like them are 


what really determined the size of next year's military 
budget. 


The important point about cutting this budget is that 


any cuts means some of these things won't get done, 
and there will be that much less national defense. 


As of July 1, 1953, the Department of Defense esti- 


mates it will have a credit of some $62 billion in the 
Treasury—unspent but largely obligated for future spend- 
ing. For next year an additional $41 billion of new spend- 
ing authority was asked in January. 


CONGRESS AIMED AT CARRYOVERS 


Originally, the services expected to write checks for 


about $43 billion worth of military pay, subsistence and 
supplies iu the fiscal year ending June 30, 1954. This 
would leave an unspent credit of $60 billion as of July 1, 
1954. 


Secretary Wilson points out you can't 'save money 


by cutting a credit for money not yet appropriated. 
Nevertheless, these large carryovers have been the spe- 
cial targets for congressional economy knife-throwers. 


The fact that it takes a long time to tool up a fac- 


tory and get into mass production on a new model plane, 
tank, gun or guided missile is what makes these carry- 
over credits necessary. If the holdovers are cut back, 
it simply means that there will be fewer weapons avail- 
able in the future than there would be otherwise. 
\ 


Secretary Wilson has been polishing off plans to cut 


back on the defense production base. This means that 
a number of stand-by arms plants that have been run- 
ning at less than peak capacity will be closed down en- 
tirely. 
Others will be put into full production, to cut 


down unit and total costs. 


This will be a complete change from the defense pro- 


duction policies of C. E. Wilson, the former defense mobi- 
lization director. 


But this whole subject of how broad a defense produc- 


tion base would be needed in case of all-out war is still 
undecided. Harold Vance of Studebakcr ran a survey 
on it last year and came up with the answer that the 
presently planned base was far too small. His report 
was that it might take $2 billion or more in new plants. 
There's only half a billion for that in the Truman budget.

A—One would suspect that this 


unpleasant condition is somewhat 
similar to the more common itch- 
ing from which some ]>eople suffer 
following a bath, Immediately after 
undressing, or when experiencing 
the drying effects of rold. The skin 
usually appears normal and it is 
often exceedingly difficult to find 
any measure which will bring re- 
lief. 


The application of a skin oil upon 


retiring has been suggested, and 
possibly the use of bed socks put 
on immediately after,taking off the 
day wear might be of assistance, 
wince the trouble docs not conic in 
the daytime. Excessive use of soap 
on the feet should probably be 
avoided.

You Can Alter Rules'of Canasta 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


The most puzzling question that 


comes to me in the mail is what 
to do about the discard 
that 


matches the closed canasta. As I 
have often pointed out in this col- 
umn, the official rule says one 
thing, and a rather large number 
of people say something else. 


This is bound to. cause a certain 


amount of confusion when the play- 
ers disagree and look up a book 
and write to me for an official 
ruling. 


Let me describe the official rule 


first, to make the dilemma as 
clear as unclear can be. You are 
playing Canasta, let's say, and you 
meld four kings and three wild 
cards.

A few plays later, the player at

(taking the rest of the discard pile 
too, of course) ? 


Before I answer that question, 


let me add th$ second problem. 
Suppose the pack is frozen, what 
then? When, if ever, can you pick 
up a discarded king from a frozen 
pack?

always allowed to add one or more 
natural cards to your closed ca- 
nasta. When the king is discarded 
at your right, you may pick it right 
up and add it to your closed ca- 
nasta. That-naturally gives you the 
right to take the rest of the discard 
pile. 


The official rule is equally clear 


about the frozen pack. You always 
need a pair of natural matching 
cards to take a discard from a 
frozen pack. Therefore, in this sit- 
uation you would need a pair of 
kings in your own hand. With 
those kings, you could take the 
discarded king and add all three 
to your closed canasta of kings. 
(You are not allowed to start a 
separate meld of kings. 


Since I travel about a bit, and 


play Canasta in various parts of 
the country, I know that many 
people prefer not to follow the 
official 
rule 
in this 
situation. 


Everybody has the right to make 
up his own rules.for any game. 
However, if you make up your 
own rules, -you must also settle 
your own disputes. Nobody can 
consult a rule book to look up pri- 
vate rules. 


• Let me repeat the official rule tq 
make sure that it is clear. A dis- 
card that matches your closed ca- 
nasta is just like any other dis- 
card. -You are allowed to pick it 
up and add it to the canasta ex- 
actly as you would add it to any 
other kind of meld.

Frozen Food .Hints 
/ 


Suggested Today 
By June Pilgrim

Foods can bo thawed in four ways; (l) on shelf in refrigerator, 


(2) on kitchen counter at room temperature. (3) at room temperature 
in front of an electric fan, or (4) if packed in a water-tight package, 
it can be thawed in a container of warm water. 


Pint packages in refrigerator take about 8 hours; at room tem- 


perature they require about 4 hours; in front of the fan, about 2 hours; 
if you can place container in hot water (needs wa- 
ter-tight package only) you can thaw in 20-30 min- 
utes. 


Cakes which have been frozen should be thawed 


in their original wrapping on a cake rack at room 
temperature. 
Thawing time will depend upon the 


type, size and thickness of cake, as well as whether 
the cake is frosted or unfrested. 


Cookies, too. should be thawed in original wrap- 


ping or container at room temperature. A pint top- 
opening container of thin cookies will thaw in 20-30 
Juno Pilgrim 


minutes. 
Cookies can be baked from the food freezer, directly 'using 


frozen dough. 


Pies which are to be thawed before serving, such as chiffon pies, 


should»be thawed in their original wrapping. This may be done in 
refrigerator, on counter in kitchen on a cake rack, or on a cake rack 
in front of electric fan to speed up the process a little. 


If pie fillings have a tendency to - 
— 
—— 


stick to wrapping during thawing. | 
it is possible to remove the 'wrap- 
ping before the pie is completely 
thawed. Or a thin layer of whip- 
ped cream can be spread over the 
pie before serving to cover the 
uneven top of the pie. 


You can even hasten pie thaw- 


ing more by cutting it into serving 
pieces 
and placing on serving 


plates. It is necessary to serve 
chiffon pies chilled (not cold) in 
order to prevent a rubbery text- 
ure. 


Unbaked pies should not be thaw- 


ed before baking. The wrapping 
should be completely removed. 
Vents are made at this time, then 
place directly in a 400 degree oven. 
Bake until pie is brown. It takes 
only about 15 minutes longer bak- 
ing time than when pie is baked 
before freezing. 


Most lunch box foods prepared 


and packaged ready for use in a 
freezer will thaw in time to be 
ready to eat at noon. Depending 
on thickness and type of sandwich 
fillings, wrapped sandwiches will 
take 3-31;! hours to thaw.

tional fishing and boating. 


Law Ban* Aid 


The army engineers announced

glad to hand it over to Illinois if 
the state would take it.

39, part owner of the bar, was ar- 
rested as he handed over some of 
the opium to an undercover agent 
who had contacted him and of- 
fered to buy $11.000 worth of dope.

Another 285,- 
771 bushels were covered by 347 
purchase agrements. 


The maturity date for price sup- 


port loans on the 1952 oats crop 
also falls on April 30, and the situ- 
ation is much the same, in.regard 
to government takeover of support- 
ed oats, as for wheat. Just 390,478 
bushels of oats are under support 
in Illinois. Oats, used mostly for 
crop rotation purposes, is not a 
major cash crop. 


Illinois support rates for wheat 


range from $2.27-$2.37 a bushel, 
varying by counties; those for oats 
ranged from 78 to 81 cents a bush- 
el. 


Both loans and purchase agree- 


ments are price support devices. 
Under the purchase agreement the 
fanner does not put his crop up as 
security for a cash advance. At the 
loan 
maturity date, purchase 


agreement holders are entitled to 
sell their crop to the government 
at the loan price if they so want.

TOKYO — IT) -Japan holds Its 


second national election in seven 
months tomorrow. Some 35 mil- 
lion voters arc expected to cast 
ballots which will decide the po- 
litical future of Prime Mmihtcr 
Shigeru Yosliida and show wheth- 
er Japan's small but vocal Com- 
munist party can stage a come- 
back. 


Although important issues are 


at stake the campaign has failed 
to spark public enthusiasm. 


All 466 seats in Japan's power- 


ful House of Representatives will 
be filed. And the new national gov- 
ernment will be formed on the ba- 
sis of party representation in the 
House. 


Little Yoshicla, battling for his 


tohtical life, dissolved the lower 
louse and called the elections aft- 
er the body passed a motion of 
no-confidence against him. 


Members of his own political 


>arty bolted to -allow the motion 
o pass. Rather than resign, Yo- 
shida took his case to the people. 


A total of 1.035 candidates—in- 


cluding 88 Communists'—are run- 
lint? for the '186 seats. 


The Reds have made a lot of 


noise in the campaign, but little 
ipparent headway. Few observers 


jive them a chance to land more 
than two or three candidates in 
the lower house. 


The Communists were shut out 


in last October's voting. They 
opened a comeback with 92 can 
didates. but four already have 
withdrawn in the face of public 
apathy.
